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THE COPPER AND IRON DOLLARS OF THE U. P.

THE U. P. 

Bordering the south shore of Lake Superior for almost its entire 
length, lies the Upper Peninsula of Michigan, the U. P. 

Rich in historic lore, it is a land of lakes, streams, and waterfalls, of 
mountains and forests, of sand dunes and rocky shores, of lumber camps 
and mines. 

Known world wide as one of the richest ore producing regions, the 
U. P. is also the land immortalized by Longfellow as the '‘Land of sky- 
blue waters,’' the home of Hiawatha. 

Since 1659, when this land was first visited by Radisson, it has been 
host to many men of early pioneer fame. Jean Nicolet, Marquette, Claude 
Allowez, and Le Jeune may be named as a few. 

It was also the home and stamping grounds of that “Kilroy” of gen- 
erations past, Paul Bunyon, whose amazing feats, exploits and accom- 
plishments are ever being told with increasing fervor and abandonment. 

If you remember the writings of James Oliver Curwood and Stewart 
Edward White, who told such wonderful tales of the northwoods, you 
will be interested to know that the U. P. country was the setting of 
many of their tales and that much of their writing was done there. 

The Upper Peninsula Territory was assigned to Michigan by the Act 
of Congress of Jahuary 26, 1837. It was added to compensate Michigan 
for the loss of a strip of land on the Ohio border over which Michigan 
and Ohio were in dispute. This dispute was known as the Toledo War 
of 1833. 

EARLY SETTLEMENT 

The fame and wealth of this area spread quickly, and long before 
the advent of railroads into this wilderness in the 1870’s, people from all 
parts of the world trekked into this land by ox cart, horse, on foot and 
by ship. 

Towns and villages sprang up wherever tests revealed mining pos- 
sibilities. Numerous small companies were formed and speculation in 
their stock was prevalent everywhere. 

One can still find hundreds of fenced-in prospector’s holes dating 
back to the time in the 1840’s, when this territory was in the grip of 
a mining fervor, and speculators and prospectors swarmed in, in search 
of copper, iron and silver. 

The names taken by the early towns and villages are notably of 
either Indian origin or from the early pioneers, Mohawk, Ontonagon, 
Escanaba, Calumet, Negaunee, Ameek and Marquette being typical 
examples. 

Life in these new and fast growing communities and camps was as 
rugged and venturesome as we know life in mining camps to be. 

Supplies, news and money could be hauled in only during the sum- 
mer months by teams or ships, for the ice and snow of winter locked 
this entire land apart from the rest of the world. 
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Iron ore was first discovered in Michigan a little over a hundred 
years ago by Willian Burt, a government surveyor. To be exact, on 
September 19, 1844. On that day while Burt and a party of surveyors 
were running a north and south township line near the present city of 
Negaunee, Michigan, they noticed that the compasses on their instru- 
ments gyrated crazily, recording tremendous variation. Further investi- 
gation as to cause, revealed the existence of numerous small bits of iron 
ore scattered everywhere. 

Burt, being a surveyor and not a geologist, dismissed the discovery 
with an entry in his field notes, a certified copy of which is on file with 
the County Clerk of Marquette County as follows: 

“N. B. Two good solar compasses were used on this town- 
ship line and the variation of the needle determined by 
both when the variation was above 45 to 50 degrees. The 
needle appeared to be weak like one nearly destitute of 
magnetism. Spathouse and hematite iron are abound on 
the T line.” 


A simple entry but one that may be regarded as the beginning of 
opportunity and prosperity for millions of Americans. The first explora- 
tion of this area for commercial development was made shortly there- 
after by Philo Everett of Jackson, Michigan. 

His discovery of ore in sufficient quantities to justify commercial ' 
development, resulted in his interesting Jackson capital in the prospect 
of iron mining and the birth of the first iron mine of this regio?i under 
the Jackson Mining Co. 

Further explorations ranged far to find ore, developing mines in 
a series of ranges in both Michigan and Minnesota. 

From the date of Burt’s entry in his surveying notes, the iron 
mining industry of Michigan developed a network of industrial expansion 
throughout the country, so vast, so great as to be almost incon eivable. 
The building of docks, boats, steel mills, railroads, skyscrapers, bridges 
and other steel structures all over the country have their origin in drills 
biting into the iron ore deposits of the U. P. 

From the three barrels of ore which was the first commercial load 
in the 1840’s when men with picks and shovels opened the Jackson Mine, 
to 449 tons in 1855, to more than 83,000,000 tons sent direct to the war- 
geared steel mills in 1943, to a grand total of more than 2,000,000,000 
tons of iron ore mined, one can gleam the magnitude of the effect it 
had on our progress. 

The story of the previous discovery of copper in areas adjacent to 
the iron fields of the U. P. and of copper mining’s subsequent fame and 
growth has already been told in the story of the '‘Minesota Mining 
Company and Its Scrip,” which appeared in the January issue of The 
Numismatist. It need not be repeated here, except to say that the 
copper industry combined with the iron industry both developing to- 
gether, both located side by side in the Upper Peninsula of Michigan, 
equals in importance at least the contribution of any other area toward 
our country’s rapid expansion and progress and to our own individual 
comfort and prosperity. 
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MONEY PROBLEMS 

The early days of mining in the U. P. did not find the area well 
provided for with currency. 

Of necessity, pay day in the mining or lumbering camp consisted 
of orders or coupons, good at company stores for so much merchandise. 
All trade however could not go on in company stores or be squared by 
coupons. Homes and stores were being built, mining contracts let, et 
cetera, and a freely transferable currency was urgently needed. 

Everyone had had experiences with the state bank bills and private 
bank bills then in circulation everywhere, backed by state bonds or 
promises to pay only. While they were good in some cases with varying 
degrees of discount from face value, others were not good and almost 
everyone lost something in using them. 

These bank notes were indispensable for a time until a way was 
found to do without them. 

The currency shortage following the opening of the Civil War added 
greatly to the exchange difficulties. 

Even when the Treasury Department caught up with the seriousness 
of the money scarcity of the nation and took various measures, such as 
the introduction of fractional currency for instance, to help matters to 
adjust themselves, the U. P. without express facilities or even tolerable 
means of transportation, found it impossible to secure any government 
currency at all. 

Relief was found in the introduction by mining companies of the 
so-called “Copper and Iron Dollars,” a money which for many years 
formed a large part of the circulating medium of exchange in most of 
the Upper Peninsula. 

This type of money had been in use in a limited way during winter 
months only by several mining companies as early as 1853, which was 
its first appearance, but it was the Civil War which almost immediately 
increased its volume sufficiently to get it into our nation’s history. 

COPPER AND IRON DOLLARS 

For currency relief, the expedient was hit upon by the mining 
companies of printing a regular form for small sight drafts of five and 
ten dollars each. Large companies like the Jackson never issued anything 
smaller but some smaller companies like the Cascade, the Bay State and 
the Collins, issued them in one, two, three, etc., dollar denominations. 
These drafts passed into many hands, in fact everyone accepted them. 
They were called “Iron Dollars” or iron money on the iron range and 
“Copper Dollars” or copper money in the copper ranges. 

These drafts were usually drawn by a mine official, superintendent 
or clerk upon their agent in one of the larger towns which had banks, 
or direct on their home office in some more eastern city. 

These notes are not to be confused or classified as Broken Bank 
Notes or Wildcat Currency, for Copper and Iron money was always 
good and redeemable. Even when a mining company closed down or 
sold out, it made deposits at various banks or agencies for the redemp- 
tion of their scrip notes issued. As late as the early 1900’s an agency 
under John Senter was still in operation at Houghton, Michigan, for the 
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John Senter Note 


redemption of the scrip of these U. P. mining companies. 

The stamp tax required by the U. S. Internal Revenue Act for war 
revenue went into effect in the latter part of 1864. This act required that 
a two cent revenue stamp be put on all drafts in excess of ten dollars. 

Some of the companies paid no attention to the law but it was in 
general complied with. The Jackson Company stamped not only its 
larger drafts but the ten dollar drafts as well, thus going beyond the 
requirement of the revenue law. 

No one ever lost anything by the Iron or Copper money. It proved 
as much a convenience and blessing to the people of the U. P. as any 
form of money could. 

So universal was the use of this scrip in the U. P. and so sound 
was its backing that it early became acceptable and redeemable at 
almost all of the large banks in the country, so much so that it attracted 
the notice of our National government thereby becoming the point of 
issue in one of the most interesting episodes in the history of scrip notes. 

THE GREAT TRIAL 

One of the emergency measures, taken during the trying period of 
the Civil War when the government desperately needed money to carry 
on the war, was a law providing that all currency in circulation, other 
than U. S. Legal Tenders and National Bank Bills, was subject to a tax 
of ten cents on each dollar, each and every time it was paid out. Thus, 
if a man paid out 10 one dollar bills in any form of scrip, he owed the 
government a dollar. If he failed to report to the Revenue Department 
what he had done, he was liable to forfeiture of the sum paid out plus 
as much more. 

In 1874, it occurred to the Commissioner of Internal Revenues that 
this revenue could legally be collected from the Iron and Copper money, 
then being used in tremendous proportions in the U. P., and that this 
revenue would add up to an enormous amount. 

A special investigator was sent to the U. P., accordingly, in the 
summer of 1874 to determine how much of this Iron and Copper money 
was in circulation. While he reported one hundred million dollars it did 
not mean that the mining companies had issued that amount, but that 
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this amount included the several uses of the same pieces of paper money 
per year. 

The commissioner, therefore, assessed those who had been engaged 
in the circulation of this money, ten per cent of the estimated payments 
or $10,000,000. This assessment was made in September of 1874. 

Every banker, every mining company, and every prominent business- 
man in the U. P. was involved as the claims and assessments were pushed 
in great earnestness. Also, if the principles of the assessment were 
successfully applied, it would have affected many other regions in other 
states. 

There was certain justice in the government’s action against State 
Banks, for it was to everyone’s interest that the currency should be 
stable and well-secured. But iron money was not being used to oppose 
the government or objecting to national banking laws or currency. The 
people were glad to use as much government currency as they could get 
and were using iron and copper money under a sort of compulsion, to 
keep in business at all. 

Much political pressure in Washington resulted in President U. S. 
Grant issuing an order to hold up the collecting of assessments until 
after the approaching close of the short session of Congress, which 
would give relief legislation an opportunity to pass. 

Zachariah Chandler, Senator from the U. P., drafted a relief measure 
and introduced it into the Senate. It was simultaneously introduced 
into the House. 

Letters from the governors of Michigan, Wisconsin, Illinois, Ohio, 
Pennsylvania, Connecticut, Massachusetts, and New York, were sent in 
supporting the relief bill and state legislature acted to request that their 
senators and representatives in Congress, vote in favor of the bill. 

Much opposition developed and many amendments for war tax 
reductions tried to ride through with the bill. Only after stormy sessions 
did the relief bill finally, on the last day, pass by both houses. It was 
signed by President Grant two hours after Congress adjourned. 

The Revenue Department then decided to bring action against each 
of the companies which issued scrip, claiming large amounts were due 
the government before the relief bill was passed. 

The agents of each company were arrested on warrants issued out 
of the U. S. Circuit Court. Each furnished bond to appear in Detroit at 
the next session of court to stand trial. When court next convened, all 
were on hand with the largest array of lawyers and attorneys ever 
witnessed. 

Under the direction of the court, it was agreed that the Iron Cliffs 
Co. case should be tried first as a test case. 

With two judges sitting on the bench, the U. S. District Attorney, 
A. M. Maynard, made his opening to the court and the case began. 

Exciting prolonged arguments and disagreements ensued on every 
point of law as to whether the government even had a case. The trial 
finally resulted in unanimous agreement for dismissal of the case by all 
parties and by the court. 

So ended one of the most interesting and little known sequels to 
the history of scrip notes. 
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TENTATIVE LIST OF COPPER AND IRON MONEY 

The following list is composed of only those notes of Upper Penin- 
sula Mining Companies known to exist by the author. As much of the 
scrip was destroyed upon redemption, especially after the assessment 
was levied in 1874, many denominations and probably series, were 
destroyed entirely. At least if they do exist, are very rare and probably 
rest only as souvenirs in some desk drawer in the U. P. 

It is also logical to assume that where only one or two denomination 
notes of a mining company are known, that others did originally exist 
to form a series that may or may not ever show up. 

The signatures on the notes are intentionally omitted because for 
the most part they are illegible or the notes unsigned. 

Only the printed dates are given in the description as those written 
in, may vary over a number of months or years. 

The year date given following the company name and location, is 
the written year date of one or mofe of the notes of that company. In 
many cases only one note is known to exist making it the only date 
available. 

The location mentioned, is in all cases, the location shown on the 
note. This would be the location of the mining company office. The mine 
itself would be, however, somewhere in near vicinity, but not necessarily 
in that town or city. 

The color of the notes is black printing on white paper unless 
otherwise stated. 

The printing or lithographing company is mentioned only when its 
name is legible on the note. 

The letter “C” used in the descriptions signifies the main body of 
the center of the note, “R** indicates the right side and “L” the left 
side of the note. 

Again, descriptions enough only to distinguish the notes are being 
given with illustrations whenever possible to dispel further insufficiencies 
of descriptions. 

The sizes of the notes are all large size, approximately 3x7 inches 
unless otherwise given. 

Appreciation is extended to Harold Bowen of Detroit, Michigan, for 
his cooperation with this author in making possible the numerous 
illustrations shown. 

In conclusion, the following list is one of such names which appear 
in this narrative, whose derivation or meaning may be of interest.

Named 

after Douglus Houghton, famous geologist. 

7. Huron — Meaning “hairy.” A tribe of Indians. 

8. Keweenaw — Indian meaning “the crossing place.” The 

northernmost upper peninsula county. 
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9. MarqweUe — Named for Father Marquette. Jesuit mis- ^ 

sionary. 

10. Menominee — Algonquian word for “The wild rice coun- 

try.’" Home of the Menominee Indians, home 

of Longfellow’s Hiawatha. « 

11. Michigan — Indian meaning “land of great lakes.’’ 

12. Mohawk — A sub tribe of the Iroquois Indian nation. 

13. Munising — Indian meaning “The place of the island.’’ 

14. Negaunee — Indian meaning “the pioneer.’’ 

15. Ontonagon — Indian meaning “The place of the bowl.’’

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CENTENNIAL OF MONTREAL-LACHINE RAILROAD 

On November 22, 1947 the City of Lachine, Quebec, Canada, celebrated 
the 100th Anniversary of the arrival of the first train on the Montreal- 
Lachine line. 



In connection with the celebration the City of Lachine issued a limited 
number of tokens in bronze, silver, and gold. Only five of the latter were 
struck. The token is patterned after the familiar Montreal & Lachine 
Railroad token, (Breton 530, Raymond 30.) The dates 1847-1947 have 
been added. 

Breton has this to say about the original token: “It was found that 
ordinary railway tickets were not convenient for use among the Indians 
and workmen on the Lachine canal, who formed the bulk of the Third 
Class travel by the road. These tokens were therefore imported from 
Birmingham, England. They were strung on a wire as they were col- 
lected by the conductor. All tokens remaining in the hands of the Mon- 
treal and Champlain Railway Company, Were melted at St. Lambert in 
1862.” Unquote. 

It was a gala day in 1847 when the eight mile line was officially opened 
by Lord Elgin, Governor-General of the British Provinces of North 
America. Directors and shareholders, dignitaries of all kinds and citi- 
zens of all classes jammed the open shed known as the Bonaventure street 
station. 

The wood-burning engine, belching smoke and flame from its tall, 
funnel-like stack and hauling a string of eight rickety coaches, snorted 
and bucked over the rough eight miles in the almost unheard time of 
20 minutes. 

The engine was built in Philadelphia and shipped to Montreal by water. 
It Weighed 18 tons, had a five-foot wheel base and was hauled through 
the city streets by 18 flesh-and-blood horses. The coaches — called car- 
riages then — were built in Canada. First-class carriages were quite 
fancy having satin hangings and dainty silk blinds. Second-class car- 
riages had leather seats and ordinary windows. Third-class passengers, 
riding in open carriages, took the weather as it came. 

Part of the 1947 Centennial celebration included the running of a 
special train on the same route — a greatly improved train it is true — 
but loaded as it was 100 years ago, with high officials of state, city, and 
transportation, as well as a goodly assortment of dignitaries. 

Norman B. Mason of Toronto was first to bring our attention to the 
re-issue of this interesting token. He got his from Mayor Anatole Cari- 
gnan of the City of Lachine. 
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NOTES ON SOME ROMAN MEDALLIONS 

By EDWARD CANS, A. N. A. 8022, New York City 

In examining sixty years’ issues of The Numismatist there were 
found only two short notes dealing, in all, with three gold medallions of 
the later Roman period. Therefore, it is thought that some readers may 
be interested in seeing illustrations of some important pieces which 
recently came into our hands. 

The first piece (Fig. 1) is a “framed” bronze medallion of Hardian, 
published by Dr. Philipp Lederer, ZfN 1927, pg. 184-191 and 1930, pg. 
60-63. 

Obverse: AVGVSTVS HADRIAN VS bare head of Hardian to right. 

Reverse: Sol, with flowing coat, mounting his car drawn by a quad- 
riga in full speed to right ; in exergue, COS.III. 

The niedallion is of yellow bronze, the frame of red copper, partly 
covered with green patina. This combination of colors, due to the influ- 
ence of nature, makes the piece very attractive. 

Such “framed” medallions are of great rarity and less than a hun- 
dred pieces are known to exist throughout the world, and the majority 
of them are treasured items in museums. 

It was once believed that such pieces were set into a standard, but 
the only piece shown as such proved to be a fake. According to Regling, 
in Schroetter’s W oerterhuch fuer Muenzhunde, pg. 383, such pieces were 
gifts of the emperor to his friends and to the chieftains of the barbarians 
to be worn on chains around the neck, similar to present-day decorations, 
thus becoming a kind of concealed tribute. 

Remarkable is the legend “AVGVSTVS HADRIANVS” “the new 
imperial style, which proves that Hadrian consciously intended to set 
himself beside the founder of the Empire” (BMC Vol. Ill, pg. CXXXIV). 
We are fortunate in being able to show an aureus with the same legend 
and a very similar portrait (Fig* 2)* On account of the similarity of 
style and the high relief we venture to say that the dies for both pieces 
are by the same artist.

The application of the “Sol” representation has been explained dif- 
ferently. The veneration of Sol is of Eastern origin, and Mattingly and 
Sydenham consider it to be a “reminder of the East.” In a broader 
sense, created by Augustus and recreated by Hadrianus and his suc- 
cessors, it was probably meant to identify the rising sun with new hopes 
for a glorious future of the Roman Empire. Or, to quote Miss Toynbee: 
“The primary illusion is surely to Sol as disposer of the agricultural 
year — ” . . . with a secondary reference, it may be to the emperor, who

“Framed” Bronze Medallion of Hadrian 
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could take the place of Sol, metaphorically, and mediate his gifts to the 
world.’^ (Pg. 93) 

Medallions were gifts of the emperor on special occasions, the prin- 
cipal of which was the New Year’s feast. The inscription COS III points « 

to the years 125-128 A.D., and we believe this medallion to have been 
struck for distribution in 126 A.D. after Hadrian’s return to Rome from 
the East. Whatever the emperor’s real meaning was, we can not decide ; 
any of the above explanations, or all of them, would still leave it suitable 
for a New Year’s gift.

Our next piece, Fig. 3, another Hadrian bronze, is listed by Miss 
Toynbee under “medallic coins.” This classification was used because the 
style of the obverse and its high relief is distinctly medallic, although 
size and type of the reverse are normal for sestertii. The Trau specimen, 
to which Miss Toynbee referred, is now in our possession and is illustrated 
here; the weight is exactly 24 grammes. 

These ‘‘medallic coins” and those pieces listed by Miss Toynbee as 
“borderline pieces” seem to this writer to be of special interest. Let us 
consider the possible way in which medallions were created. The 
emperor might probably have conversed with some artists regarding the 
representations he wanted for the next issues. A number of “patterns” 
would then be submitted to the emperor. Some of them were accepted, 
others rejected; but we could very well imagine that a few of the latter 
ones, although not used by the emperor for medallions, were handed over 
to the master of the mint for his discretionary use in the regular coinage. 

It would be an interesting task for the collector of sestertii, and for 
that matter of Roman coins in general, to examine his collection from 
the point of view of “style.” We believe that a number of pieces would 
be discovered which deserve such a “medallic” classification. For a start, 
we venture to suggest that the sestertius (Fig. 4) be brought into this 
section of “border-line pieces.” The description is: 

Obverse: IMP. CAESAR TRAIAN HADRIAN VS AVG. laureated 
bust, draped and cuirassed to left. 

Reverse: P.M. TR.P.COS.III-S.C. in field - Minerva standing to left, 
dropping incense on a candelabrum left, spear in left hand; against her 
left side rests a shield, up which climbs a snake. 

This coin is listed by Cohen No. 1067, but it is not in B.M.C.{cp.pg. 
424). Mattingly and Sydenham, under the heading: “A few curious coins 
may be noted together here, “list on page 420 under 611b a sestertius 
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Figure 4 


being identical to Cohen 1067. This seems to be an error, as the “type 
c” refers to a laureated bust, draped and cuirassed, to right. 

Although the normal relief and normal reverse design point to a 
regular issue, the fact that the bust is to left gives this coin a special 
meaning. 

We pass over roughly a hundred years and come now to Alexander 
Severus (Fig. 5). This “Pseudo Medallion’' is bimetallic; i.e. the center 
is of copper, around which is a rim of brass. Our specimen has a dark 
brown patination, but when it was new, the different colors of both 
medals made a splendid effect.

Obverse: IMP.SEV. ALEXANDER AVG. Laureated bust right. 

Reverse: P.M.TR.P.VIII.COS.III.P.P.— Exergue S.C. — Emperor in 
quadriga to right, emperor holding sceptre surmounted by eagle. 

The size is 30 MM., weight 23.22 gr. Our specimen is not listed by 
either Cohen, Mattingly and Sydenham, Gnecchi or Toynbee; it is com- 
parable with the as C. 379. 

With our next piece, Gordianus III Pius, (Fig. 6) we have again a 
bimetallic medallion. However, this one belongs to the small group of 
“heavy weights,” the weight being 57.24 gr., size 38.6 mm. 

Obverse: IMP GORDIAN VS PI VS FELIX - AVG. Bust, almost 
three-quarters facing, but head to left, laureated and cuirassed; holding 
in his left hand a spear over his shoulder. In his right hand, not visible, 
Gordianus is holding a shield on which is depicted the emperor on horse- 
back throwing down a soldier; behind him, another soldier.

Reverse: PA-X AETER-NA. Gordianus in military dress and hold- 
ing a spear, sacrificing over an altar; Victory, standing behind him, is 
crowning the emperor with her right hand and is holding a palm branch 
in her left. Above, a facing and galloping quadriga driven by Sol who 
raises his right hand and holds a whip. Below the quadriga are two 
figures, recumbent and holding reeds, symbolizing the rivers Euphrates 
and Tigris. To right and left, as well as in the quadriga, a standard. 

The obverse shows an entirely new type; this representation must 
have made a great impression, as it was copied throughout the following 
centuries. Incidentally, the correct description of the design on the shield 
was first given by Muenzhandlung, Basel, in their sales catalogue 1935, 
#821, from whence this specimen came, Cohen #172 gives no description 
at all; and Gnecchi, II 89, 24 writes: “Emperor on horseback, preceded 
by Victory, followed by a soldier.” This is not surprising, as only a speci- 
men of superb condition reveals the delicate design on the topmost part 
of the relief; indeed, the two specimens illustrated by Gnecchi, pi. 104 
Nos. 7 and 8, probably the best available at that time, are pretty worn. 

The reverse legend PAX AETERNA certainly conveys the longing 
for peace as an appropriate New Year’s wish after the prolonged war 
against Sapor of Persia and at a time when the intrigues of Philip had 
already started.

Our last piece (Fig. 7) a medallion of the emperor Philip, the Arab, 
of the year 246 A.D. is in certain respects perhaps the most interesting 
of all. It is bimetallic, 37% mm. 47.25 grammes, with black patina. 
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Obverse: IMP CAES M IVL PHILIPP VS AVG. Laureated bust, 
draped and cuirassed to right. 

Reverse: The interpretation of its reverse varied considerably dur- 
ing the last seven decades, and it is quite interesting to compare them, 
as follows : 

Froehner, published in 1878, Pg. 195 . . it should be the imperial 

palace, seen from the Forum.” 

Cohen, published in 1885, under #128: “The two emperors sacrific- 
ing over an altar in front of a temple in the presence of two priests.” 

Gnecchi, published 1912, vol. II, Pg. 95-7: “The two emperors, 
accompanied by two lictors with fasces, sacrificing in front of a door of 
a temple, on the upper part of which is a portico decorated with statues 
and ending with little towers.” 

Toynbee, published 1945, pg. 165: “. . . shows father and son sacri- 
ficing before a temple with a lateral portico surmounted by eight 
gables.” 

Dr. Hans Nussbaum, excerpt from an undated letter, probably writ- 
ten in 1935: “The bronze medallion of Philip is outstanding in every 
respect (style, preservation and rarity). Cohen describes it inaccurately 
relying on Vaillant. Gnecchi knows only one inferior specimen in the 
Museum in Florence. Both Cohen and Gnecchi give a misleading inter- 
pretation of the reverse. Mr. Elmer of the Cabinet in Vienna, on the 
basis of discussions with Prof. Delbrueck in Bonn, is convinced that the 
niches with the statues in the background do not represent the decorated 
gable of a temple, but the whole representation behind the altar is the 
entrance to a so-called Grove of the Gods (Goetterhain). No doubt it is 
connected with interesting religious aspirations of that epoch.” 

This writer had the privilege of discussing the afore-mentioned 
explanations with Dr. Karl Lehmann, New York, a well-known authority 
on ancient art, and we are indebted to him for the following interpreta- 
tion which, we believe, can be considered to be the final solution: 

The scene shows a precinct wall seen from the front as well as from 
a bird’s-eye view. The wall has a cornice and a door. The precinct itself 
is adorned with eight gabled chapels, each showing several steps and 
each containing the statue of a god. The chapels to left and right seem 
to contain the main gods, as they are larger and have a cornice. The 
remaining six chapels, apparently arranged in a semi-circle, are two- 
columned and arched. It seems as though the gables are adorned with 
garlands. In front is a sacrificial scene; both Philip and his son are 
holding a patera and are sacrificing over an altar. They are accompanied 
by two attendants holding a religious implement over their shoulder 
which resembles a standard. The irregular ground line and other indi- 
cations near the bottom point to the fact that it was intended to show 
the whole precinct to be situated on a mountain. For technical reasons 
the artist had to show the sacrificial scene as taking place in front of 
the building, but we believe we can assume that the sacrifice was made 
inside the precinct. 

It is evident that quite a number of medallions would come from the 
border countries of the Roman Empire. We know that our Hadrian 
medal No. 1 came from Egypt and it was said to have been excavated 
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near Ptolemais in Upper Egypt. The only other known specimen of this 
type was acquired in Petronell near the Danube, situated between Vienna 
and Pressbur, and most probably found in that neighborhood. As men- 
tioned above, these medallions were gifts of the emperors to the chiefs 
of foreign tribes and cherished as such by the recipients. But outstand- 
ing citizens of Rome got them as well, and it is interesting to learn that 
a good many of the medallions were discovered in the catacombs of 
Rome where they were let into the walls over the remains of the original 
owners. This certainly proves the high appreciation of the emperor’s 
gift and introduces a habit formed since, as throughout the centuries we 
find similar gifts buried with the dead. Even nowadays it is customary 
in some European countries to carry the decorations of a distinguished 
citizen behind his coffin to the grave. 

The rarity of Roman medallions and their attractiveness gave 
impulse to the Paduans and their successors to fake, to imitate and even 
to invent such pieces. We have a collection of some 30 pieces of imitated 
medallions and other large bronzes. Some of them are struck, but the 
majority are cast. While most of them can be identified as to types, 
there are often quite interesting varieties. Obverse and reverse types 
are interchanged, also between two different emperors. A number of 
alterations are evident. A few types are entirely new, and there arises 
the question, whether such pieces are inventions of the last centuries or 
casts made from original pieces which have since been lost. We would 
rather not decide this, but are rather inclined to accept the first theory. 

In classifying our medallions we followed in general Miss Toynbee. 
Her book, published in 1944 by the American Numismatic Society is the 
most recent on our topic. It is a gold mine of information, but unfor- 
tunately it is also as inaccessible as that, as the index is insufficient. One 
has to read it in order to find the required information, but it is worth 
reading. And we are now waiting for the promised Corpus with 
impatience.

CALIFORNIA STATE NUMISMATIC ASSOCIATION CONVENTION 



The first semi-annual convention of the California State Numismatic 
Association was held at Hotel El Tejon, Bakersfield, California on Sat- 
urday and Sunday, October 11th and 12th. 

Organized in February by a small group of 12 collectors the associ- 
ation now boasts a membership of 273. Registrations at the convention 
totaled 119, attracting, in addition to members from all parts of Cali- 
fornia, visitors from New York, Illinois, Iowa, Kansas, Utah and 
Washington. 
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Business meetings on Saturday and Sunday mornings were presided 
over by Dr. Calvert L. Emmons, president of the organization. Auctions 
on the afternoons of both days resulted in some spirited bidding, 336 lots 
being sold by the auctioneer, S. J. Kabealo of Pasadena. Kenneth Lee 
of Glendale and E. A. Parker of San Francisco were in charge of this 
activity. The dealer’s bourse in the Hurricane Room was well attended, 
and displays by members, too numerous to list were attractively shown, 
illustrating practically every phase of numismatics. 

Highlights of the convention were the Saturday evening banquet and 
the Sunday noon luncheon at which Ralph Mitchell acted as master of 
ceremonies. Guest speakers were Loyd Gettys, president, and Lewis M. 
Reagan, general secretary, of the American Numismatic Association. An 
all girl marimba orchestra provided music. Numerous door prizes were 
awarded, as was the prize for the winner of the guessing contest on the 
jar of Lincoln cents. Unprogrammed, but hilarious, were the impromptu 
acts put on by Everett Ostrom of Kingsburg and Joe Stack of New York. 

Edward Fogler of San Francisco was in charge of arrangements for 
the convention assisted by L. C. Panosh of San Diego, secretary-treas- 
urer of the association, who was fittingly rewarded for his efforts by 
presentation of a Life Membership in the American Numismatic 
Association. _L.

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RARE VARIETIES OF EARLY HALF DOLLARS 

By Loyd Gettys, Davenport. Iowa 

One of the most beautiful of all the United States series of coins are 
the early half dollars — 1794 to 1838. 

For some reason or other this is a series that has been more or less 
neglected from a collector’s standpoint. A mighty fine collection of these 
coins may be acquired far below their true value. 

As an example, a beautiful uncirculated specimen of 1806 may be had 
for around $20 or $25 when it takes about $150 for a 1919S half dollar. 
Only 839,576 of the 1806 (all varieties) were minted, where with the 
1919S there were 1,552,000 pieces struck. 

These early halves are beautiful in design and offer the collector a wide 
latitude for study of the different types and varieties. A set of all the 
early dates in uncirculated condition is a very scarce article; in fact all 
early halves in uncirculated condition are very scarce, and in several 
dates rare. But whatever the price, it is far too cheap compared with the 
cost of some of the later dates, especially those in the 1920s. 

A fairly comprehensive collection of specimens in extremely fine and 
very fine condition can be assembled with comparative ease. Among the 
early halves there are some exceedingly rare varieties. One especially is 
the 1805 over 4 with the 4 cut to the left of the 5; in fact this variety is 
as rare as practically any United States coin. 

Below are illustrated three varieties of the 1805 over 4. No. 1, the 
common variety of the over date, and Nos. 2 and 3 the very rare speci- 
mens. Even the common variety is rare in uncirculated condition. On 
examples Nos. 2 and 3 the first figure (4) was cut farther to the left of 
the 5, and this variety is very rare. It is unknown in choice condition.

The obverse die is usually badly cracked. On the No. 2 specimen you will 
note the die has just started to crack from point of the nose to the border, 
and on No. 3 it is badly shattered. This proves the damage was done 
after recutting the date. 

There were two very prominent students of this series — Caption Haz- 
leton who in 1881 published his type table of die varieties of dollars, 
halves and quarters, and in 1929 M. L. Beistle with his “Register of 
Half Dollar Die Varieties.” 

A type collection of these early half dollars will afford you a great 
source of satisfaction. 


CARDBOARD CENT OF BOISE, IDAHO

During the early part of 1942, soon after our entrance into the second World 
War, the United States Mints ceased making copper cents to utilize the metal 
for shells, instruments, etc., and began experimenting with steel. Congress in 
an early session had passed the bill authorizing these new coins. This meant a 
lapse of time between issues and caused a shortage of the smallest denomina- 
tion of our monetary system. 



Banks were being rationed by the Federal Reserve Bank. This in turn 
required local banks to ration their supply. Many Merchant Bureaus appealed 
to the people through their local newspapers and radio stations, which resulted 
in the opening of many “piggy banks.” However, these cents seemed to drift 
away and many stores began using chewing gum and other cent items for 
change. Merchants throughout the country decided that steps should be taken 
to establish a supply of cents which the expanding holiday business would 
require. 

The Merchants Bureau of Boise, Idaho suggested making a square shaped 
cardboard cent and conferred with the local United States District Attorney to 
be sure that such a cent would meet all legal requirements. This idea was 
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approved by the District Attorney and local banks and large merchants agreed 
to accept them. 

The design was made by the Beacon Litho Company which also made the 
cardboard cent on their off-set press. Both sides being identical, this numis- 
matic item could not be used for tossing purposes. Most of the space is taken 
up by a large V for Victory, with a Minute Man guarding same. Across the 
top. Value, One (in large letters). Cent. Boise at one side of the V and on the 
opposite side of the V, the name of the State, Idaho. In the lower left hand 
corner, redeemable before June 1st, 1943, while in the opposite corner Retail 
Merchants Bureau. ’ 

About 50)0,000 of these paper cents were printed and a little over half were 
put into circulation. Although a redeemable date was marked on this cent, 
they could be redeemed at any time prior to that date. It was understood at 
the time that these cents would circulate in nearby towns and cities. The Mer- 
chants Bureau of Boise at that time announced that anyone, anywhere accept- 
ing them could redeem them. Though approved by the United States District 
Attorney, the Treasury Department threatened to jail the officials of the 
Bureau for printing money, referring to a federal statute which made it a 
penitentiary offense. Nothing was done about this, so they went right on 
selling and using the cardboard cent. When the regular cent came into use 
again, the Bureau advertised to redeem their cents and to its great surprise, 
about 3,000 were redeemed. 

Many large banks, among them the Chase National, bought several hundred 
of the cents. Many coin dealers purchased quite a large number. The Retail 
Association of San Francisco had such a coin in mind but as far as it is known, 
it never came through. Dozens of Merchant Bureaus wrote for details but 
none was actually adopted. From these queries you can see what a wide 
circulation this cent had.

Jo Mora, best known to coin collectors for designing the California 
Diamond Jubilee commemorative half dollar of 1925, died October 10, 
at Monterey, California. His age was 71. 

Born in Montevideo, Uruguay, Mr. Mora spent his childhood in the 
eastern United States and began his career as an artist for The Boston 
Traveler. From illustrating books he turned to writing them, and his 

Trail Dust and Saddle Leather” was a Book of the Month Club selection. 

Though he had made many statues and busts, in recent years he was 
known chiefly for his illustrated maps and his historical dioramas, 
worked out with painstaking fidelity to detail. 

Despite poor health, he spent his last year in completing a diorama of 
Fremont and Sutter, famous in California history. He also completed a 
diorama in tribute to the late Will Rogers, which will hang in the Rogers 
Memorial in Ardmore, Okla. 

Surviving are his widow, Mrs. Grace Needham Mora of San Jose; a 
son, Joseph Jr., of Monterey, and a daughter, Mrs. Patricia Janzan of 
Pebble Beach, Calif. 

Mr. Mora was graduated from Pingry Academy, Elizabeth, N. J., in 
1894, and also studied at the Art Students League in New York and the 
Cowles Art School in Boston. 

In 1900 he wrote and illustrated “The Animals of Aesop,” and the next 
year “Reynard the Fox” was edited and illustrated by him. He edited 
and illustrated “Andersen’s Fairy Tales” in 1902. The same year Laura 
E. Richards’ “Hurdy Gurdy” appeared, with illustrations by Mr. Mora. 

He gave up his newspaper and literary work in Boston in 1903 to go 
West and spent four years in traveling and making ethnological studies 
of the Navajo and Hopi Indians. 

His “Trail Dust and Saddle Leather” was published last year. One 
reviewer called it “the best thing in twenty-five years on the American 
cowboy.”

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THE 1947 SILVER COINS OF MEXICO 

By DR. A. F. PRADEAU, La Crescenta, Calif. 

Chiefly because of the fluctuations of the silver market, Mexico, as 
early as 1935 planned the issuance of coins in this metal of different 
design than the ones current up to that time. However, coins of the old 
design were issued in silver, sporadically, along with large amounts of 
paper money. 

In 1945, tentative dies were cut, but as the unstableness of the value 
of silver continued, it was not until the United States of America fixed 
the price per ounce that our neighbor south of us began striking coins 
with the dies prepared in 1945. The Mexico City mint started minting 
silver coins of one peso and five pesos denomination during the month 
of March and samples of said coinage were shown to the members of the 
press, March 27, 1947, and photographic reproductions appeared the 
following day in the principal dailies of Mexico City. 

In the Republic of Mexico it seems to be customary to proceed with the 
striking of new coins with no other preliminary legislation than the tacit 
agreement between the officers of the government and those of the mint. 
At least, the author of this article has never been able to obtain proof to 
the contrary either from the secretary of the treasury or from the di- 
rector of the mint. Thus, the five pesos and one peso coins about to be 
described were planned during 1945, struck since March 1947, and 
authorized September 4, 1947. 

In order to place in circulation the silver coins of the new design, it 
was necessary to modify the Monetary Law then in existence; therefore, 
the Mexican Congress decreed the following: 

Article I -Clause “b” of Art. II of the Monetary Law of July 25, 1931 is 
hereby restored. It authorizes the issuance of silver coins of five 
pesos, one peso, and of fifty centavos, of the size, weight, fineness, 
design and other characteristics, as stipulated. 

Article II - Paragraphs I and II of Art. V of the above quoted law are modi- 
fied to read: 

$5.00 coins shall have a forced acceptable circulation up to $500.00; 
$1.00 and $0.50 up to $100.00 each; those of $0.20 up to $5u.00 in 
any one transaction. 

The above decree was duly approved and signed by the President, 
Miguel Aleman, and the Secretary of the Treasury, Ramon Beteta, on 
September 4, 1947. 

Having paved the way by changing the extant law, Congress enacted 
legislation authorizing the new coins by a decree consisting of four 
clauses: 

Article I — Describes the coins as follows: 

FIVE PESOS COINS: Diameter: 40 millimeters; 

Weight: 30 grams; 

Alloy: 0.900 silver; 0.100 copper. 

Obv.: In the field, the national coat of arms (eagle, side view, facing 
left, devouring a serpent, standing upon a nopal in bloom that 
grows upon a mound which arises from the waters of the 
Texcoco Lake). Open wreath below consisting of two curved 
branches held together by a bow-knot. The one on the left is oak; 
the right one is olive. 
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Marginal inscription: ESTADOS UNIDOS MEXICANOS 
Milling: chain of slightly overlapped triangles. 

Rev.: The bust of Cuauhtemoc facing left, with full war regalia head- 
gear (1) His name appears below. 

Marginal inscription: .CINCO PESOS. 30 GRAMOS. LEY 0.900. MO 
1947. 

Milling: a series of “steps” or box-like, chubby, reversed capital 
letter “L” 

Edge: Transverse or perpendicular reeding. 

UN PESO COINS: Diameter: 32 millimeters; 

Weight: 14 grams; 

Alloy: 0.500 silver; 0.400 copper; 0.060 nickel; 0.040 zinc. 
Obv.: Similar to that of the five pesos coin. 

Rev.: In the field, facing right, the head of Morelos with a handkerchief 
wound tightly around (2). His name below. 

Marginal inscription: . UN PESO 1947 MO. 14 GR. 0.500. 

Milling: ^^escalonada*^ or series of steps. 

Edge: Transverse reeding. 

FIFTY CENTAVOS COINS: (not yet issued) 

Diameter: 26 millimeters; 

Weight: 7 grams; 

Alloy: 0.500 silver; 0.400 copper; 0.060 zinc (3) 
Obv.: Similar to the coins described above. 

Rev.: In the field, the bust of Juarez. 

Marginal inscription: 0.500 CINCUENTA CENTAVOS 1947 
Milling: escalonada. 

Edge: Reeded. 

Article II — The maximum tolerance on the five pesos coins shall be 0.004 in 
the fineness, and 0.200 grams in weight. 

Article III — The maximum tolerance on the one peso coins shall be 0.004 in 
the fineness, and 0.200 grams in weight. 

Article IV — The maximum tolerance on the fifty centavos coins shall be 0.010 
in the fineness, and 0.150 grams in weight. 

The above law, also dated September 4, 1947, was approved and signed 
by the President and his Secretary of the Treasury. 

The two houses, in their haste to enact these laws, authorizing the 
issuance of the new coins so that the public would have them the 16th of 
September (anniversary of Mexico’s independence from Spain) over- 
looked some details and an attempt was made to correct them by con- 
gressional decree of September 11, 1947, which stated that the alloy of 
the fifty centavos pieces was to be: 0.500 silver; 0.400 copper; 0.060 
nickel; and 0.040 zinc. 

Other details overlooked were: the period between parts of the re- 
verse marginal legend on the one peso coin ; the absence of a period after 
the mint mark symbol on the five pesos coin; whether the bust of 
Juarez will face right or left; and the lack of provision made for the 
mint mark symbol to appear on the fifty centavos piece. 

Footnotes: 

1 — Cuauhtemoc was the 11th and last Emperor of the Mexica’s, who, upon 
the death of Moctezuma II and of his brother Cuitlahuac, ascended the 
throne the 26th of November, 1520, and was crowned emperor March 1, 
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1521. Cuauhtemoc resisted the violent attacks of Cortes and his allied 
forces until August 13, 1521, when he fell into the hands of the Spanish 
conqueror. A day or two later, Cortes, believing that he could force the 
Mexican Emperor to disclose the location of hidden treasures, ordered 
that Cuauhtemoc be tortured by dipping his feet in oil and placing a fire 
under them. Stoically, the Mexican endured this act of cruelty, and 
Cortes, humiliated and horror-stricken suspended the useless torture. 
Cuauhtemoc, in spite of the medical treatment received from the physi- 
cian of the Spanish expedition. Dr. Cristobal de Ojeda, remained a cripple 
and a prisoner of Cortes until February 25, 1525, when by order of the 
Spanish conqueror, he was hanged by the neck. The Mexicans are justly 
proud of their last Emperor!

BOOK REVIEW 

EUROPEAN CROWNS SINCE 1800. By John S. Davenport, Knox 
College, Galesburg, Illinois. 8vo. 193 pp. Bound in blue cloth. Indexed 
and profusely illustrated. Price $5. 

The articles on this series which have been running serially in The 
Numismatist for nearly four years have been extended, reprinted, and 
bound between two covers. The result is a reference work that will be 
used as long as there are crowns since 1800 to collect. Professor Daven- 
port can take a bow every time a collector gets his hands on a copy. 

Quoting the author, “This is an attempt to provide for other collectors 
what I was surprised not to find for myself when I began a collection of 
European coins some years ago — a catalogue of the types which exist.” 
He has accomplished this remarkably well and there is no longer any 
need for the collector to accumulate the series in a haphazard manner. 

A synoptic history is given of each country that issued dollar size silver 
coins. With few exceptions all the types are illustrated and the descrip- 
tions include much useful information on the various dates ana mint 
marks. In the back of the book is a splendid bibliography, an extensive 
list of inscriptions and their translations, and a list of valuations. The 
latter will be of especial value to those who are, or anticipate, collecting 
the series. 

The author underwrote the publication of this book from his private 
means and he is to be congratulated on providing his fellow collectors 
with a specialized catalogue such as has never been published before.

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FOLDER FOR EXHIBITION AND FILING OF COINS 

By EARL C. BROWN, A. N. A. 9924, Chicago 

I have read several articles in which the authors describe the method 
used by them for exhibiting and filing coins. Many of these methods 
require cabinets which maybe too expensive for some of us who do not 
have the ability or the facilities for making the cabinets. Plastic holders 
are attractive but generally too expensive and bulky to be used for all 
the coins of the average collection. 

About two years ago I became dissatisfied with the use of 2" x 2" 
envelopes, kraft or other, and designed a folder which I have found to 
be satisfactory for both exhibiting and filing. It may be of interest to 
others. This folder is of card stock about the same weight as the usual 
file or correspondence back. It is 2" wide by 41/8" long and when folded 
measures 2" x 2". It may be of any color stock and imprinted in ink of 
any color desired. See figures 1 and 2 for design of folder as used by me.

Figure 1 shows front and back of the folder; the lower portion is 
the front (when folded) and the upper portion is the back. 
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On the front may be shown the date, country, denomination or 
description and catalogue number, if any. Further data may be shown 
if desired, such as ruler and years of reign, kind of metal, mint, etc. 

On the back may be shown the date bought, from whom, the cost 
(in code if desired) and translation of inscription or other special data. 

Figure 2 shows the inside of the folder. The date and description 
are repeated on the upper portion. The coin is placed in a cellophane 
envelope of the proper size and the envelope is stapled to the blank 
portion of the folder, being careful to center it. “Tot” or other similar 
small wire staples are the best as they take less space than the heavier 
staples. One staple is enough for small or lightweight coins. Two staples 
should be used for large or heavy coins. 

Staples placed at the top of the envelope serve as hinges and the 
coin may be lifted for viewing the reverse (or obverse, if the reverse is 
displayed). The upper portion of the folder serves as a rest for the coin 
while the lower side is being inspected. 

The inside of the folder should be grooved across the center, using 
a blunt edge such as a letter opener, making two horizontal grooves, the 
distance between the grooves being governed by the thickness of the 
coin — close together for thin coins, farther apart for thick ones. 

After grooving, the upper portion is folded over the coin thus pro- 
viding a folder 2" x 2" which, when filed upright, leaves the folded edge 
at the top, coin description on the face of the folder and the coin in the 
cellophane envelope hanging vertically. 

FILING 

Folders may be filed in any of the 2" x 2" boxes which are easily 
obtainable. The box which is 71/2 inches long is convenient and may be 
filed on shelves, one end of the box facing outward on which a label may 
be placed for indexing. 

I like to file foreign coins alphabetically by countries with each 
country broken down first by types, then by denomination and each 
denomination by dates (of that type), if labels un die boxes are marked 
in pencil the marking may easily be erased when expansion is necessary. 
It is just as easy to change the method of filing these folders as it would 
be if 2" X 2" Kraft envelopes were used. 

When coins are removed from file for exhibit little time is needed 
for preparation, laying out and gathering after exhibition, and the coin 
is not touched as it usually is when removing from a coin envelope. 
When folder is opened for display, the description and coin are all that 
show, The cost does not have to be covered by the coin as is frequently 
done when exhibiting because cost, date purchased and from whom are 
on the under side when the folder is laid out for exhibit. After exhibiting 
there is no loss of time in trying to find the right envelope as is sometimes 
the case when 2"x2" envelopes are used. Folders may be returned 
quickly to proper place in file boxes. 

The first folder I tried had a vertical fold and opened like a book. 
It could not be fingered well because of the “bellows” effect when filed 
with folded edge at the left. The vertical filing with the fold at top 
works much better.

When having folders printed you should caution the printer to see 
that the grain of the paper runs horizontally so the folder will bend 
easily around a typewriter roller and the groove for folding will be 
“with the grain.” If the grain does not run from left to right, or 
horizontally, it will be difficult to run the folder through the typewriter 
and to groove and fold. 

When typing data on the folder, some care should be used in 
centering the typed data. When name of country is short capital letters 
may be used and one or more spaces left between the letters. Example: 
EGYPT or IRAN. 

A FEW SUGGESTIONS 

A set of small coins, such as a Maundy set, may be placed in a dollar 
size cellophane envelope and the coins nicely arranged and kept apart 
by sewing or “tacking” between each of the coins. 

A set of three small coins may be placed in one envelope in a 
triangular arrangement and the staple placed in the one corner of the 
envelope in which there is no coin. (Fold over the corner for strength.) 

In the above case, if there is a 4th and larger coin in the set, it may 
be placed in a separate envelope and the two envelopes stapled in one 
folder. 

Folding over the open end of the cellophane envelope two or three 
times until the fold reaches the edge of the coin may prevent the coin 
from rolling and thus help to keep the design straight. 

Coins in heavy grade cellophane envelopes may be mounted by 
placing staples diagonally across two or more corners of the cellophane 
envelopes in such a way as not to pierce the envelopes with the staple. 

Purchase data, et cetera, on the back of the folder helps to identify 
the coin and provides a quick and easy reference. Coins filed in folders 
of this type do not lose their identity as may happen with loose or 
unmounted coins, 

CHICAGO COIN CLUB ANNUAL BANQUET

the guest speaker. He gave a very interesting talk on the history and 
development of ancient coinage and projected a series of colored photo- 
graphs of bridges, buildings, market places, temples, etc., of Rome, many 
of these structures dating back to the time of Christ and still standing. 
Reverend Heithaus has done much archaeological work and knew Roman 
history well. He referred frequently to the Emperors whose portraits 
appear on Roman coins and to the buildings and temples which were 
sometimes used as the reverse design.

2. Without date. Obv., OVW:Z:TVRFHVYS.+ (The peat fuel warehouse) 

In the center a monogram: OAH(OUDEZIJDSARMHUIS (the poor 
house), the whole within a circle of beads. Rev., plain. Rectangular 
planchet with cut corners. Issued in 1698 for use as a fuel token. 

3. Without date. Obv., AMB (ARMEN MINNE BROOD = bread for the poor 

people). Rev., arms of the city. A circle of beads around the border 
both sides. Brass. 

4. Similar to last. A portion of the planchet cut off at the top. Brass. 



5. Similar but eight cornered planchet. Brass. 
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6. Without date. Obv., ABO, (bread for the poor) between scrolls, within a 

beaded circle. Rev., plain. Round planchet with a piece cut off at the 
bottom. Brass. 

7. Similar but A*B (ARMEN BROOD) only. Square with clipped corners. 

Brass. 

8. Similar but AK (ARMEN KAMER = chamber of the poor) in the circle, 

and the coat of arms of the city on reverse. Heavy planchet. 

9. 1707. Obv., GEREFORMEERDE DIACONIE BRODT* (Bread from the 

reformed Diaconate). In the field DI|A (DIACONIE ARMEN = the 
poor people of the Diaconate), in a small wreath above, in the center 
the date 17-07, a rectangular loaf of bread below. Rev., plain. Thick, 
lead. 



10. 1766. Obv., GEREFORMEERD DIACONIE BROOD. In the field a covered 
table on which are two loaves of bread crossed, the upper one marked 
DIA (note the preceding token), in the exergue the date 1766. Rev., 
VERGENOED EN DANKBAAR (Satisfied and thankful). In the field a 
female (Charity) is seated upon the steps of a cross, her right hand open 
and extended; upon her head a dove is perched, by her side a lamb is 
standing.

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NOTES AND QUERIES 


Numismatics in Portugal 

(Note: Mr. Garcia is the A.N.A. 
District Secretary for Portugal 
and by rights this report should 
have appeared in the November 
issue of The Numismatist. It was 
delayed because it was written in 
Portuguese. The following trans- 
lation is by Dr. A. F. Pradeau. 

- Editor.) 

Even though the number of col- 
lectors has increased, numismatic ac- 
tivities in Portugal have lagged be- 
hind due mainly to the lack of a pub- 
lication devoted to our hobby. 

While in the United States of Amer- 
ica there is a great deal of interest in 
modern issues, in Portugal, the main 
interest seems to lie in Greek and 
Roman; the varied and well studied 
Spanish coinage of all periods and 
colonial issues; medals, and even jet- 
ons. The interest in Portuguese coin- 
age, while it exists, could be fostered 
to a much greater extent. In the last 
few years only a handful of articles 
jpertaining to our coinage have come 
to keep the interest alive. Among such 
one could mention the works of Col. 
Antonio Elias Garcia ^'The Egyptian 
Coins of the Visigoths^’ and the writ- 
ings in Spanish of Felipe Mateu y 
Llopis, and those of Wilhelm Reinhart, 
an Austrian, but all three, authorities 
in the mediaeval period. 

Pedro Batalha Reis has written ex- 
tensively on the early coinage of Port- 
ugal and Alfonso V. Legou in his 
treatises ‘^Moedas de Toro'* and “Tkfo- 
rabitinos Portuguese^' have done jus- 
tice to their respective subjects. Raul 
da Costa in his works: ^'Moedas Hibri- 
das" and ^‘Historia Monetaria" and 
Jose Maria Folgosa in the review 
**Mocambique" has proven himself a 
true investigator of the coinage of 
Mozambique, a Portuguese Colony in 
Africa. 

I do not wish to close this report, 
which is being written in Portuguese, 
a language not understood by the ma- 
jority of the members of the American 
Numismatic Association, without add- 
ing to the above names, those of Viana 
de Morais, Preto Pacheco, Damiao 
Perez, to the rather short list of stu- 
dents and contributors to the Portu- 
guese branch of Numismatics.

Coin Exhibits in American Museums 

Most museums in this country have 
rather indifferent coin exhibits; rang- 
ing from small piles of miscellaneous 
material in cases showing other his- 
toric matter, to partially labeled lots 
in imperfectly lighted cases; to a few 
good coins in good small cases, well 
lighted but definitely permanent ex- 
hibits. And in most museums this con- 
dition is not improving. 

This condition arises from a num- 
ber of causes: 

Lack of suitable material for exhi- 
bition is the source of the majority of 
failures. Rare coins do not necessarily 
make a good exhibit, and small 
bronzes are worthless for this purpose. 

Lack of numismatic knowledge on 
the part of the various museum au- 
thorities regarding the material they 
have on hand. 

Lack of interest in this class of 
material. 

Lack of diversification in the mate- 
rial on hand and no knowledge or 
funds that would permit of its elab- 
oration. 

The result is that coins are very 
rarely shown to advantage in the mu- 
seums of this country. But the inter- 
est in them is very widespread and 
many valuable lessons could be given 
through their use. 

What the average museum seems to 
need, and what many desire, is a case 
of coins that tell a very definite story 
and illustrate some historic, economic 
or artistic subject. Such an exhibit 
should have real punch and should 
key in to some extent with the rest 
of the material shown by the museum 
in question. 

This objective might be achieved by 
expanding the present loan exhibit of 
the American Numismatic Society. 

The greatest trouble with most 
present day museum coin exhibits 
seems to be that the visitor cannot see 
the exhibit clearly in all its detail. To 
remedy this, cases should be designed 
with ample lighting and with the coins 
close to the glass and within the reach 
of bifocal eyes. Such a standard case 
should be designed by the society’s 
staff and the specifications sent to all 
museums interested in participating 
in this projected program. They would 
be expected to get such standardized 
case or cases, lighted as specified. 


Each of the projected coin exhibits 
to be built to fit one of these stand- 
ardized cases and to be shipped com- 
plete including labels, background and 
such desirable supplemental material 
as pictures, maps and sketches. Each 
unit should tell a complete story in 
the modern manner. Such exhibits 
should be replaced once or twice a 
year, each being returned to the 
A. N. S. for rechecking and furbishing 
before being sent out again. Trans- 
portation and a reasonable service 
charge to be borne by the subscrib- 
ing museums. The variety of exhibits 
to be prepared to be determined by a 
canvass of the museums, and by the 
experience of the museum staff. 

In building such exhibits, electros, 
restrikes, and casts could be used 
when desirable and when they do not 
detract from the exhibit. Details too 
small to be seen clearly could be 
brought out through the use of photos 
or enlarged casts. 

A great variety of stories that could 
be told by coins must occur to every 
trained numismatist. And the field 
would eventually be a large one as 
such exhibits could be used by most 
museums as well as many schools and 
colleges.

Newspaper Numismatics 

U. S. and Filipino divers have sal- 
vaged $5,500,000 of $8,500,000 in 
Philippine silver coins dumped in 
Manila Bay off Corregidor just before 
Gen. Jonathan Wainwright surren- 
dered the Island fortress in 1942.

“money plant” in Los Angeles. Being 
poorly made, they are apparently^ 
produced to be used in slot machines. 

A transport plane over China jet- 
tisoned 450 cases of $10,000 bills, 
worth about $960,000 in U. S. money 
or 48,000,000,000 dollars Chinese. Only 
five of the cases have been recovered 
and it is believed that lucky finders 
made off with the others. 
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Standard Classification Approved 
Dear Mr. Mosher: 

I have just been reading my copy 
of the October Numismatist and can- 
not resist the temptation to compli- 
ment you on printing Mr. Saxton’s 
paper which he read before the 1947 
A.N.A. Convention on the subject of 
coin condition classification. That 
article was so well written and so 
tremendously important to collectors 
who are interested in numismatics as 
an urbane, intellectual hobby rather 
than a way to make money that it 
should not be permitted to go by with- 
out further exploration of the points 
raised by Mr. Saxton. 

It seems to me that the Association, 
which is the most powerful force in 
the field of numismatics, ought to take 
an affirmative step by notifying all 
advertisers that description of coin 
condition should be limited to the 
accepted and traditional groupings 
and that copy will be rejected which 
has elaborations such as those elo- 
quently set forth by Mr. Saxton. After 
all, the A.N.A. is and ought to be 
interested only in the welfare of deal- 
ers of integrity. Such dealers when 
faced with the problem that a coin is 
better than Very Fine, but not quite 
up to Extremely Fine will usually 
decide the question fairly. In some 
cases they will call it Extremely Fine, 
in others they will grade it Very Fine. 
In the long run it will average out 
and those dealers who stay in business 
year after year will find that the 
building up of confidence on the part 
of purchasers will more than make up 
any possible loss by having sold the 
coin for a little less than it should 
have been bought for.
